T H E last few bones at the end of the 
.« pine are known as the coccyx, and pain 
in thi.s reg ion is known, scientifically, a« 
coccyg odynia. 
Injury is often believed to be the sole 
source of trouble in this area, but this Is 
by no m eans true since pain here can 
arise in a variety of other circumstances, n» 
It may, for instance, ix* due to an abnor- 
mality ot the spine, such as incomplete 
development or, in other ca.se.-., an over­ 
development.
